Others have spots in the wrong place or some minor defect and some 
excelent cows just do’nt show the blood lines which I specialize in (which is no sign they aint K. O.). They aint no 
culls, but I’m not representing them to be the height of fashion or the breeders type, but the boss writes from the 
National Sale that some of the Cows in that great Classic, which averaged over $1400 each, had black noses, cut 
up udder and records not so large as in some of the cows are going to offer for sale. 


If you live close by in one of the western states and want to get some good foundation blood here is your chance. 
Send for a Catalogue. Some of the best bulls we has will be offered also. Dont forget them. (The bull which I 
sent to the Nocth Carolina Sale topped their sale bringing over a hundred dollars More than a son of a $23,000 
bull.) These cows to be sold will make wonderful family and farmer cows. A lot of them has good big A. R.records 
and some are milking from 30 to 40 lbs. milk per day. You cant hate a cow that will produce over $1000 worth of 
milk per year at 20c. per quart when she will only cost you a part of that to buy. This is a chance to get in and get 
some good cows, the calves from which will be worth more than the cow will probably cost you—which will be your 
own price. Dont misit. You’ll have a grand and glorious feeling owning one of these good family-farmer cows.

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The National Guernsey Sale 


The Top Animal, Shuttlewick Champion 100971, Sold for $15,500 


‘THE National Guernsey Sale was a most fitting climax 

to one of the greatest years in the history of Guern- 
seys in America. Surpassed only in total by one National 
sale, and making the best average a head since 1920, this 
year’s stellar event made a record that will be hard to 
reach. Thirty-eight buyers purchased seventy-seven 
animals for a total of $108,500, or an average for all en- 
tries auctioned of $1409.09. It was a sale filled with 
thrills and easy to watch. 


The morning of May 17 was bright and fair and through- 
out the day remained ideal for a sale. The very spirit of 
enthusiasm and optimism prevailed and as the crowds 
gathered from coast to coast and from Wisconsin to 
Texas, one could feel that a great event was about to take 
place. In looking over the hundreds of breeders seated 
around the sale ring, it was difficult to pick out all the 
faces of those most prominent in the breed; it seemed, 
however, that but few were missing. 


It was a national sale in all its aspects. The animals 
had been chosen by the committee after Charles L. 
Hill had personally traveled over 12,000 miles in twenty- 
eight states to make the selections. Few ring followers 
had ever witnessed the gathering of as much production 
in class leaders and world champion records as were placed 
on the block, and the result demonstrated that produc- 
tion is one of the vital factors in the breeding of Guernseys. 

After Mr. Hill had made a few preliminary remarks, 
he called upon A. L. Gile to make the announcement of 
the day—that President Robert Scoville of THE AMERI- 
CAN GUERNSEY CATTLE CLUB had been married immedi- 
ately following the annual meeting on Wednesday to 


Miss Virginia Busenbenz of Chicago. After a splendid 
ovation to the president, the sale was announced and the 
first animal auctioned. Prices were very normal for the 
first twenty offerings, running from $400 to $1200 with 
an average of $720.00. This brought the sale to noon, 
when a box lunch was served. 


At one o’clock, Shuttlewick Champion 100971, by Itchen 
King 49803 and out of Shuttlewick Levity 101850, was 
brought into the ring. Much speculation had been given 
as to what this bull would bring and the crowd did not 
have long to wait for the start of the best bidding of the 
day. The first bid was for $5000 and increased at $1000 
a bid until $8000 was reached. Here he hung for a short 
time when Mr. Hill announced, ‘Of all the bulls I have 
seen in my life I would rather have this one than any 
other,’’ which stirred the bidders to further action. From 
that point until the final rap of the auctioneer’s hammer, 
absolute quiet reigned. When the final figure of $15,500 
was reached and Mr. and Mrs. Chauncey McCormick 
were announced the successful bidders, the crowd ap- 
plauded enthusiastically. 

Shuttlewick Champion 100971 makes the second high- 
est bull to be sold at a National Guernsey Sale, Florham 
Leader 55682 holding first place when he was sold in 1919 
for $25,000. This splendid animal will be used in the herd 
at Saint James Farm, Naperville, Illinois. ‘‘Champion”’ 
not only placed his name on record for the second highest 
bull at a National sale, but stirred the bull buyers to the 
place where the seventeen bulls offered brought a total 
of $34,100, or an average of $2005.88. 

Langwater Heroic 128539, consigned by John S. Ames 


SHUTTLEWICK CHAMPION 100971 BEING SOLD IN THE SALE RING 
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of Langwater Farm, North Easton, Massachusetts, was 
second highest bull, going to W. E. Scripps, Orion, Michi- 
gan, for $2600, while Aiyukpa May King 123627 was third 
in price, bringing $2300 from Charles M. Schwab of 
Loretta, Pennsylvania. ‘“‘May King” was consigned by 
William H. Williams, Lyon Mountain, New York. 

Honors for the best price paid for female at this year’s 
sale was placed upon Imp. County Flower of Langwater 
149216, consigned by Larsen’s Fern-Dell Guernsey Farms, 
Green Bay, Wisconsin, and purchased by Loma Farms, 
Marquette, Michigan, owned by L. G. and M. Y. Kauf- 
man. This splendid animal that has won many grand 
championships at the state and district fairs was secured 
for $8100. 

‘‘County Flower’”’ was bred on the Island of Guernsey 
by H. Mahy and is out of Rosie III. of the Marais R. G. 
A. S. 12918 P. S. and is by Imp. Bickleigh Chieftain 
41159. Immediately after her sale, her three months 
old calf, County Flower of Fern-Dell 249814, was pur- 
chased by the same farm for $2800. 

Imp. La Fleur du Jardin of Martindale 119342, con- 
signed by Martindale Farm, Saint Catharines, Ontario, 
Canada, was second in the sale, bringing $5000 from Emma- 
dine Farm, owned by J.C. Penney, of Hopewell Junction, 
New York. She is by Governor III. of Les Grantes R. 
G. A. S. 4089 P. S. and out of La Fleur du Jardin XVIII. 
R. G. A. S. 11890 P. S. 

The third highest female was Birchfield Selma 168619, 
world champion in class GG, owned by Lawrence Grin- 
nell, South Dartmouth, Massachusetts, and bid in by 
Loma Farms, for $3700. She is by Sunnybrook Sensa- 
tion 78635 and out of Birchfield Monogram 129155. 

A study of the results of the sale shows that it was a mid- 
western sale, for fifty-seven of the seventy-seven animals 
were purchased by breeders in that section. Fourteen 
animals were sold to eastern breeders, three went to the 
south and two to the Pacific Coast. Illinois took first 
place in the number of animals sold and price received. 
Fifteen animals were purchased by six breeders for a 
total of $33,500 in the state of Illinois. Michigan breed- 
ers were second in number and in price paid, as four 
breeders secured fourteen animals for a total of $27,425, 
while Wisconsin was third with eight breeders buying 
eight animals for $7925. New York State and Pennsyl- 
vania were close followers of Wisconsin with three buyers 
securing five animals for $7675 in the former state and 
two buyers buying six animals for $6150 in the latter state.

Other states where the animals were purchased include: 
Minnesota with three breeders buying seven animals for 
$6900; Ohio with three breeders buying five animals for 
$5375; Indiana with two breeders buying eight head for 
$4225; California with one breeder buying two animals 
for $2325; Texas with one breeder purchasing one ani- 
mal for $1750; Oklahoma with one breeder buying two 
head for $1450; Iowa with one breeder purchasing one for 
$1050; Massachusetts with one breeder buying one ani- 
mal for $1000; Maryland with one breeder buying one 
animal for $525; and Missouri with one breeder buying 
one animal for $325. 

In regard to individual buying, honors were nearly 
equally divided between Mr. and Mrs. Chauncey McCor- 
mick who purchased five animals including the high bull 
for $23,350 and Loma Farms, owned by L. G. and M. Y. 
Kaufman, purchasing eight animals for $21,300 that in- 
cluded the high female. George N. Dayton, Minneapolis, 
Minnesota, was third in the number of animals purchased 
and the amount paid, securing four head for $5325. 
Charles M. Schwab, Loretto, Pennsylvania, purchaser 
of the third highest price bull, Aiyukpa May King 123627, 
was fourth in the number of animals purchased and the 
amount paid for the total, securing four animals for 
$5050. R. F. Locke, River Forest, Illinois, secured four 
animals for a total of $4700. 

An interesting feature of the sale and really the out- 
standing consignment was the results of the Shuttlewick 
family. There were twelve head of this breeding con- 
signed by Myron A. Wick, Cleveland, Ohio. These 
twelve brought a total of $31,225, or an average of $2602.- 
08. This included, of course, the top bull of the sale, 
Shuttlewick Champion 100971 which brought $15,500. 
The average of these twelve head is very nearly the aver- 
age of the Marsh-Wick-Tenney-Rueping Sale held in 
1924, the average of that sale being $2798.96. Even to 
deduct the amount paid for ‘‘Champion” would still 
leave an average of $1420 a head. 

After the sale two animals were re-sold for good profit. 
Gayoso Edna Louise 154129, holder of the world cham- 
pionship in class EE and formerly owned by Gayoso 
Farm, Horn Lake, Mississippi, was bid in by George P. 
Grout, Panhandle, Texas, and later sold to Tom Cooper 
of Ardmore, Oklahoma. Shuttlewick’s Jipsultana 108138, 
consigned by Myron A. Wick and bid in by Ralph Tratt, 
Whitewater, Wisconsin, was later sold to A. C. Loring, 
Mound, Minnesota.

mittee in deciding the vexatious problems that come be- 
fore them, satisfactorily, the ability which enables you at 
all times to know what to say and when and how to say 
it, whether in this country or abroad, has endeared you, 
sir, to every member of this CLUB and among us we feel 
that our best interests can only be served by electing 
you President again to succeed yourself. (Applause.) 

Mr. President, therefore, I move that our rules be sus- 
pended, for the time being, and that our Secretary be in- 
structed to cast one ballot for you as President of the 
CLUB to succeed yourself. Is that motion seconded? 

(Cries of ‘Second the motion.’’) 

Mr. President, permit me to relieve you from embar- 
rassment by putting the question. Those in favor of the 
motion, say aye. Contrary no, if any. 

The motion is carried unanimously. 
have you cast the ballot? 

THE SECRETARY: I have, sir. 

G. E. TARBELL: Mr. President, I have the great honor 
of declaring you duly and unanimously re-elected Presi-

and everyone rising to their feet.) 

Brothers, may I have the privilege of presenting your 
new President. (Applause.) 

(The following state associations passed resolutions at their meet- 
ings requesting that Mr. Scoville continue as president for the ensu- 
ing year: Eastern Guernsey Breeders’ Association, Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, New York, 
North Carolina, Ohio, South Carolina, Virginia, and Wisconsin.) 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: Thank you, Mr. Tarbell. 

Gentlemen, I thank you very much for this exceedingly 
kind demonstration, which is profoundly appreciated, but 
I do want you to believe that I meant what I said last 
year and I did seriously plan to retire at this time feeling, 
as I still feel, that that course of action would serve your 
interests in the best possible way. 

I am perfectly frank to say, however, that I have been 
overwhelmed and overruled by your kind expressions 
which have come to me from every part of the country 
during the last few months, and, of course, under the 
circumstances, I would be unmindful of all that you have 
done for me in the past if I flatly refused to carry on, 
since it is so unanimously the wish of the membership. 
(Applause. ) 

That does not mean, however, that there is any reason 
why I should carry on indefinitely and you must see that 
the time is fast approaching when it will be wise for you 
to seriously consider the selection of some one who will 
take this work up and bring to it all of that fresh enthusi- 
asm and that new angle of view that can only be obtained 
by making a change. 

Now, we have to elect two Vice Presidents, as usual, 
and the three members of the Executive Committee whose 
office expired this year. What is your pleasure? Will you 
prepare ballots for this? The present incumbents of the 
office of Vice President are Messrs. Caldwell and Tar- 
bell; Mr. Caldwell of New Hampshire and Mr. Tarbell 
of New York. 

G. E. TARBELL: I have much pleasure, Mr. President, 
in doing what I know every member of this CLUB wishes 
to have done and that is to nominate Mr. Caldwell, our 
old friend and servant, to succeed himself.

Now, we have an amendment to the constitution. You 
will recall that this question was discussed last year, at 
the annual meeting, and because sixty days’ notice had 
not been given the matter was ordered to be incorporated 
in the Call for the annual meeting at this time. I will 
ask the Secretary to read the amendment to the Consti- 
tution which, I believe, will need no discussion, as we 
argued it out last year and met with unanimous agree- 
ment on the subject.

J. A. WALLIS (Iowa): 


CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: It has been moved and seconded 
that the amendment be adopted. Do you wish to discuss 
it? As many as are in favor of the motion please respond 
by saying aye. Opposed, no. The ayes have it and it is 
so ordered. 

Now, it has been customary in the past for us to sub- 
mit to the membership, at this time, the proposed budget 
for the coming year. I think that this again is a mass of 
figures which mean little, if anything, and I am going to 
ask the Treasurer to read the budget by division totals. 
There is no particular point in itemizing it because the 
figures would mean absolutely nothing without two or 
three hours of study, as we found, to our sorrow, last night, 
when we undertook to discuss the budget. I will, how- 
ever, ask the Secretary to read his budget and I want to 
call your attention to the fact that our policy is to keep 
our budget for the ensuing year within the income of last 
year, so that any increase which we have, comes to us in 
the way of a surplus. That seems to be a safe and sane 
financial policy which we have adopted and which I hope 
will always be adopted in this organization.

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: One more announcement. Might 
I ask any breeders who have not registered to please do 
so on leaving so that we may have a complete record of 
all who have attended this meeting. 

You will recall that a year ago at this time that the 
Pilgrims who went to the Island of Guernsey took to the 
Royal Guernsey Agricultural Society on the Island a 
silver cup which was offered as a permanent trophy. The 
Island people have, in a very delightful way, reciprocated 
and are sending us a very handsome trophy that they ask 
us to have competed for at the National Dairy Show, as 
a perpetual trophy; a good will offering, expressing their 
appreciation of the friendly feeling that exists between 
the Island breeders and ourselves. 

The Executive Committee last night, in considering 
the matter, followed the suggestion which emanated, I 
think, from Mr. Hill, to the effect that that cup should be 
given to the breeder of the grand champion cow at the 
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National Dairy Show, the feeling being that the exhibitor 
has already had plenty of honor when he carries out the 
ribbon and the banners and the money and that it would 
be nice to recognize the breeder who, in many cases, 
would be the same as the exhibitor but, in any event, 
would attach importance to the man who has bred the 
cow and be perhaps a departure from the ordinary multi- 
plication of prizes. That is announced to you as a matter 
of interest and information and I am not sure but what a 
resolution adopted at this time, expressing our apprecia- 
tion of the Island’s attitude in presenting this cup would 
be a graceful and proper thing to do. 

D. D. TENNEY (Minnesota): I am glad, indeed, to 
offer a resolution at this time, thanking our friends on the 
Island for the remembrance which they have sent us and 
to call to the minds of all those who had the pleasure of 
visiting there on our Pilgrimage or who have visited it 
at other times and will visit it in the fucure, the wonderful 
hospitality which is always tendered by the Islanders to 
Guernsey Pilgrims.

J. E. DODGE (New York): I realize the importance of 
this award and I don’t think it ought to be on one ani- 
mal. I think it ought to be awarded to the Premier 
Breeder. I am saying this because by accident any one 
might breed a grand champion. I don’t think it should 
be awarded to one animal but it ought to be awarded to 
the Premier Breeder. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: We would be glad to have ex- 
pressions of opinion on that from any one. I might say 
that the Guernsey people have awarded our cup to the 
best cow in milk, with special emphasis on secretion and 
color. Mr. Dodge has made a suggestion and if any one 
wishes to discuss it I would be very glad to hear from him. 

G. E. TARBELL: Did I understand you to say that 
the Executive Committee acted on that last night? 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: Yes. 

G. E. TARBELL: I so understood. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: Of course, the Premier Breeder 
does not appear at the show necessarily.

J. E. DopGE: I do not like to disagree at all with any 
one but you know and we all know that we might breed 
one great animal by accident. We don’t breed ten or 
fifteen or twenty animals by accident. So that I think 
it ought to be for the Premier Breeder. There is no acci- 
dent in that. 


F. C. GLEASON (Michigan): I think we have many 
breeders that never breed fifteen or twenty. I think if 
we can do anything to encourage them to start in the 
game we ought to do it. 

M. T. PHILLIPS: Undoubtedly the Executive Commit- 
tee has given a great deal of thought to the matter, a 
matter as important as this, and it seems to me it is very 
wise to leave it in the hands of the Executive Committee 
to decide upon that. 


CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: Well, it would be left in the hands 
of the Executive Committee unless there is some other 
motion. 


M. T. PHILLIPS: I will make that as a motion. 
(The motion was duly seconded.) 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: It is moved and seconded that 
the action of the Executive Committee, in assigning the 
Island Trophy, be approved. As many as are in favor of 
that motion please respond by saying aye. Opposed, no. 
It is so ordered. 

Now, I have an announcement to make in regard to a 
matter in which many of the breeders are interested, 
namely, the herd test. As you know, the other breeds, 
all three of the other different dairy breeds, have adopted 
some form of herd test, and, very naturally, our breeders 
are asking what is being done about that. We have given 
the matter very careful thought and have reached the 
conclusion that the time is not opportune for adopting 
a herd test. In other words, there is a great deal to be 
learned in regard to the actual working of the test and 
we still need some further demonstration as to its prac- 
tical value. We have thought it would probably be 
wise, since we have plenty of Advanced Register work, 
to delay further action on this matter for at least one 
year. The big hole in the herd test, as we see it, is that 
it does not afford an absolute index as to what the breeder 
is doing because under all of the rules it is possible for a 
man to make substitutions by disposing of bad animals 
and by introducing good animals into his herd. And 
until we are satisfied that it does not work this way in 
the other breeds we feel that it is unwise to recommend 
any step along that line. We are, however, thinking 
seriously about some scheme which may possibly tend to 
lessen the cost of Advanced Register testing on farms 
where a number of animals are tested at a time and where 
there is very little possibility of real large records being 
made. Just what form this will take is uncertain since, 
of course, we are very jealous of our Advanced Register 
rules and would not do anything that would in any way 
lessen their stringent requirements and cast any re- 
flections upon the other records that are being made. 
I do want to tell you that the matter has our considera- 
tion and that we are working on it carefully and that the 
Executive Committee may, during the course of the year, 
have something definite to announce along those lines. 

You will recall that the Advanced Register rules, be- 
cause of their complications, have always been left in 
the hands of the Executive Committee with full power 
to alter and amend, from time to time, as they see fit. 
So no action is required and this is simply an announce- 
ment on a matter of information. 

We are pretty near run out of business unless some 
member has something to bring up. I well recall the time, 
in Chicago, I think it was our first or second meeting in 
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Chicago, when we were severely scored by some of our 
friends who had come to the meeting expecting to see a 
lot of fire works and when we got through with a very 
orderly and business-like meeting we were called up and 
dressed down by one of the members in a very hand- 
some way. But I am always pleased to see an organiza- 
tion like this run without any particular amount of 
friction. 

The meeting is open, however, for any subject that 
any member might care to bring up at this time, with- 
in the scope of the activities of the CLUB. 

R. G. HARwoop (Massachusetts): At the time the 
matter came up of transferring cattle from sales from the 
buyer to the owner, I purposely refrained from starting 
the discussion, for fear of delaying the routine of the 
meeting. Now that the meeting is open for such things, 
I am wondering if it would not be possible to make that 
rule a little more air-tight. The fact that a cow must 
be transferred from the buyer to the seller leaves a lati- 
tude there which can easily be circumvented if a person 
wishes to do it. For instance, there is no time limit in 
which the cow must be transferred from the buyer to the 
seller. There is nothing there that provides for a per- 
son by-bidding and having another cow knocked down to 
him and then refusing to pay for it or returning the cow, 
we will say, on the pretense that he is unable to pay for 
it. It seems to me that that could be made in a way that 
would conform more to the purpose which it is intended 
to set. I would suggest, principally, a time limit. That 
will help the records of the CLUB and also place a limit 
of time in which the Executive Committee will know 
that there is something wrong. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: Where an animal is sold at an 
auction sale and publicly announced, is knocked down, 
the property of Mr. A to Mr. B, and untransferred to 
Mr. B, then we can start asking questions right then and 
there. This was to cover the case where the animal 
is transferred to Mr. B, and perhaps taken home for two 
or three weeks and then went back for some reason. 
Now, we simply ask for the reason why it is sent back. 
If there is a legitimate reason and the animal does not 
meet the guarantee or the purchaser cannot pay, there 
is no objection to having it re-transferred, but he must 
satisfy us that it is an open and above board transac- 
tion or he does not get the animal back in his name. I 
think Mr. Harwood’s addition would not be objection- 
able in any way but, being a by-law, we cannot very 
well put it in without having a call and giving a thirty 
day notice on it and I do not think it would strengthen 
the situation very much because, as I pointed out to 
you a moment ago, if the animal is publicly announced 
as sold to a man and not transferred, we can immediate- 
ly ask questions as to what happened in that transac- 
tion. That is open by-bidding. This is to cover the 
more secret by-bidding where the animal is transferred 
and then two or three months later quietly slipped back 
to the original owner. Do you get my point, Mr. Harwood? 

R. G. HARWOOD: Yes. 


W. W. MARSH: We have had a case where there were 
transfers. I have one case in mind where there was no 
transfer and it was investigated by the Executive Com- 
mittee and the person who was found to be delinquent 
or blamable resigned from the CLUB, by request. 

G. E. TARBELL: Mr. President, we must try the 
matter as the by-law has been elected for at least one 
year. Perhaps by that time it will be found that there 
is no occasion for any addition. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: I think there will be no occasion 
for its enforcement anyway, under any circumstances. 
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J. S. CLARK (New York): Ladies and Gentlemen, it 
has become more and more universal, I have noticed, 
in the different breed papers, to use retouched photo- 
graphs. I am touching on a pretty tender subject, [ 
guess. I think that the time has come when we should, 
as much as possible, get out of the practice of using re- 
touched photographs, not only as a matter of advertising 
but, in fifteen or twenty years from now, when we are 
breeding our cattle and we go back to a pedigree, running 
up an animal we have never seen, and we look at that 
animal’s picture and we find that it is absolutely perfect 
on the top, it is another near ideal, then we may find, 
through other people that have seen the animal, that the 
cow did not look exactly like the picture. I would ree- 
ommend that as far as possible that the JOURNAL and 
other breed publications get in touch with the national 
photographers who are doing wonderful work, and give 
us animals as they are. We all want the best in our 
animals. We want to cover all the defects legitimately 
but I do not think that the practice of painting in and 
adding to and taking away should continue. 

There is one other subject I would like to bring up. 
I think all trophies should be given at the time the awards 
are made. The Premier Breeder has to be figured out 
and it takes time. The trophies that you spoke about a 
few minutes ago should be given to the animal only at 
the time the award is made and not given through the 
mail at some later time; in the same way that you do it 
at a horse show. 


Another thing I think we should bear in mind. The 
different fair managements, should provide more ade- 
quate quarters for animals that have to be in quarantine 
or that are taken sick during the exposition. A cow 
travelling on a circuit and in many fairs now has to 
stay right in her stanchion, in her blanket, tied up. There 
should be some adequate quarter, if that cow is sick, so 
that she can be removed from the other animals and kept 
in seclusion. 

Thank you very kindly. 


CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: One or two of the fairs, follow- 
ing the line of Mr. Clark’s remarks, this year, for the 
first time, are going to award special ribbons of a special 
color and design, in every case where a prize winner of 
every kind is shown by the breeder, where the exhibitor 
and breeder are the same, right along the lines of what 
we have done here today, I assume, to emphasize the 
importance of breeding these animals as well as simply 
showing them. 

Now, has anybody anything else to bring before the 
meeting? 

J. E. DopGE: I do not think that the remarks of Mr. 
Clark should be overlooked. Some owners are young in 
this breeding business. Ten or fifteen years hence there 
will be some other fellows that will be young in this busi- 
ness. The only way they will have to judge the cows 
and the ancestry of the animals that they are buying 
are by their photographs. Now, if those photographs 
do not show what the animal is—good, bad or indifferent— 
then you may lead that fellow astray. I think Mr. Clark 
has brought up a matter that is of the utmost importance 
to the breed. I think that the photograph ought to por- 
tray what the animal is. I recall many years ago, and 
this was more years ago than most of these men present 
have been breeding cattle, when we could call the Schrie- 
ber Brothers to our place and they would make the pic- 
ture and they would show it to your own ideal. It did 
not make any difference what kind of animal, they would 
portray it to your ideal. Now, if we today and the breed- 
ers of the future have to depend on photographs, then 
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those photographs should show what the animal is. I 
realize that most of us go out and get our pictures taken 
and we dress up in our best style and try to look our very 
very best. And the placing of the animal in front of the 
machine is perfectly legitimate. Let your animal show 
the best she has or he has, but stop when you get to that 
point. Do not let some artistic gentleman change the 
fundamental points of the cow. Now, there is not a ques- 
tion of doubt in the mind of any gentleman present that 
the Guernsey cow today has her position in the dairy 
world because she is fulfilling some of the things that are 
needed in a dairy cow. And when you get away from 
that point then the Guernsey cow is borne down. So I 
would like to second very much the point made by Mr. 
Clark. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: I am sure the point is well 
taken and we will promise to do everything we can to 
censor the pictures that go into the JOURNAL, but, of 
course, we have some difficulties in censoring advertisers’ 
material and we are not even always able to censor the 
names that go into the advertisement in quite the way 
we want to. 

Have you any other business to bring before this meet- 
ing? 

F.S. HARMON: Just a word, in the nature of extending 
to THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE CLUB and to Mr. 
Musser the very great thanks of the members from Ohio 
for the valuable service that it gives us, the service that 
was appreciated, and Ohio appreciates the work that 
THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE CLUB is doing. 

My associate, Mr. Loker, and I were directed to vote 
unanimously the proxies of the delegates from Ohio for a 
continuance of the policies and a continuation of the 
officers now holding office and I just want to voice our 
appreciation for the work that is being done. I think 
Ohio appreciates the work of THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY 
CATTLE CLUB. (Applause. ) 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: I assure you we appreciate the 
attitude of Ohio. 

D. D. TENNEY: I think it is fitting at this time to 
suggest that the record of this meeting include the votes 
made by the various state associations in requesting a 
continuance in the chair of our present President. I 
attempted, in seconding the nomination, to indicate that 
Minnesota had unanimously passed such a resolution 
and I think it would be fitting that those resolutions 
appear following Mr. Tarbell’s nominating speech. 

GAVIN McKERROwW (Wisconsin): I wish to speak for 
the Wisconsin breeders and to say that the Wisconsin 
breeders, at their last annual meeting, passed a resolution 
unanimously asking Mr. Scoville to continue to give his 
splendid services to the CLusB. And I rise at this time 
so that that will go into the record. And while I am on 
my feet I would like to say that the breeders of Wiscon- 
sin have a very deep appreciation of the cooperation of 
THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CATTLE CLUB in helping us in 
Wisconsin with the development of our state organiza- 
tion, which is in much better shape and much larger and 
is undertaking many more activities than it has ever done 
In the years past. And that, we feel, is, in a measure, 
due to the very active cooperation which we have re- 
ceived from the administration of THE AMERICAN GUERN- 
SEY CATTLE CLUB. (Applause.) 

G. E. TARBELL: Mr. President, I would like to move 
4 vote of thanks to Jimmy Dodge and John Clark for the 
able and interesting and constructive articles on type 
and production by them that appeared in the last copy 
of the JouRNAL. (Applause.) 


(The motion was duly seconded.) 
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CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: You have heard the motion 
which has been duly seconded. As many as are in favor 
of the motion will please respond by saying aye. Op- 
posed, no. The motion is carried and it is so ordered. 

Have you any other business to come before this meet- 
ing?

R. W. KRoBITSCH (California): I think it would be 
fair to hear all of these expressions of the good work that 
has been done by our President and while we have no 
formal resolutions from California, we are in the habit 
of presenting our resolutions in person, and I feel very 
much gratified to be able to take back word that I have 
actually helped to elect him President. (Applause.) 

M. T. PHILLIPS: Mr. Chairman, I would like to say 
that the East New Jersey Breeders’ Association, at their 
annual meeting, in February, unanimously passed a 
resolution requesting that the present administration be 
re-elected. 

CHAIRMAN SCOVILLE: I think we have had about 
enough of this.

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Sidelights on Guernsey Week 


Some of the Interesting Happenings that Took Place 


The two highest cows in the annual sale were bred on 
the Island of Guernsey. Imp. La Fleur du Jardin of Mar- 
tindale 119342, was bred by Ernest de Garis and pur- 
chased for $5000 by Emmadine Farm, Hopewell Junc- 
tion, New York. The other cow, Imp. County Flower of 
Langwater 149216, was bred by H. Mahy of the Island 
of Guernsey, consigned by Larsen’s Fern-Dell Guernsey 
Farms, Green Bay, Wisconsin, and purchased by Loma 
Farms, Marquette, Michigan, for $8100. 


Honors for the best bid on the American bred female 
belongs to Birchfield Selma 168619, bred and consigned 
by Lawrence Grinnell, South Dartmouth, Massachusetts, 
and sold to Loma Farms for $3700. She holds the world 
championship record in class GG by producing 14496.8 
pounds of milk and 771.7 pounds of butter fat, the largest 
record for age and class. 


Gertrude Claire 99550, developed by Floyd R. Hart- 
zell, Swarthmore, Pennsylvania, will find her new home 
at Elm Farm, Deerfield, Illinois. She is one of the few 
1000 pound cows of the Guernsey breed, having produced 
1020.1 pounds of butter fat. 


Gayoso Edna Louise 154129, consigned by Gayoso 
Farms, Horn Lake, Mississippi, bid in by George P. 
Grout and later sold to Tom Cooper of Ardmore, Okla- 
homa, keeps the world championship for class EE in the 
south. 


The ring at the National Guernsey Sale was handled 
by Charles L. Hill in the box, our old friend George Bain 
as auctioneer and R. L. Benjamin in the ring. Many of 
the onlookers missed the presence of Colonel A. W. Law- 
rence who passed away since the last sale. 


The sale ring reminded one of fair time as many of the 
leaders of Guernsey cattle could be seen in the ring. 
They included such familiar and prominent men as Art 
Klussendorf, Percy Jones, Sid Holgren and Jimmy Lee. 


A letter received from Drew TenBroeck, manager of 
the Chicago Guernsey Farm, Inc., Hinsdale, where the 
National Guernsey Sale was held, states that all cattle, 
except those held for instructions, were shipped twenty- 
four hours after the sale. Feed, barrels, bedding and the 
like were put in the cars and cattle loaded without any 
expense to the buyers. In addition, consignors were not 
charged with feed while in the barns. 


Tuesday of Guernsey Week was a field day at the 
Chicago Guernsey Farm, Inc. and many of the buyers took 
advantage of seeing the farm and the consignments to 
the National Sale. As prospective buyers arrived at the 
farm, cattle were led out and each person was given the 
opportunity to see the different consignments. Every 
courtesy was extended by Mr. TenBroeck to the visitors 
during the entire week. 


During the sale on Thursday, the Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciation of Hinsdale cooperated with the directors of the 
sale in preparing a box lunch and 400 of these were dis- 


tributed during the noon hour. Because of a larger num- 
ber of visitors present, extra lunches had to be prepared. 


It was estimated that over 600 breeders attended the sale. 
It was held in the upper part of the main barn and arrange- 
ments were very satisfactory as it gave all a chance to 
see and hear. 


Immediately following the annual meeting, two large 
busses were in waiting at Congress Hotel to transport as 
many visitors as wished to Elm Farm, Deerfield, Illinois, 
They were filled to capacity and traveled along the North 
Shore Drive around Lake Michigan, reaching the farm 
at three-thirty. After viewing the splendid buildings 
and herd which is headed by Langwater Juvis 100894, 
through the courtesy of John L. Waddell, superintendent, 
lunch was served to the group. They were then taken 
to Mill Road Farm, owned by Albert D. Lasker, where 
they looked over the herd headed by Imp. Renown of 
Myrtle Place 145068, out of Verbena of Myrtle Place 
17175 P. S. This herd is managed by R. S. Hulce and is 
located at Everett, about thirty miles north of Chicago. 
They returned to the hotel early in the evening after 
having a most enjoyable visit at these two farms. 


The greatest surprise of Guernsey Week was not the 
fact that the average of the animals sold was one of the 
best in the history of the CLUB, nor that George Bain lost 
his tip on the Kentucky Derby, but rather that President 
Robert Scoville was married to Miss Virginia Busenbenz of 
Chicago. President Scoville attended the meeting of the 
Executive Committee on Tuesday, was in the chair 
Wednesday morning of the annual meeting, and stayed 
through the dinner Wednesday afternoon. The first 
known of his marriage was when one of the members of 
the Executive Committee received a written announce- 
ment on the day of the sale. 


On the afternoon of May 15 a mixer was arranged and 
though the date was somewhat previous to the annual 
meeting and National Sale, a splendid group of breeders 
from as far south as Oklahoma to Mississippi, west from 
Washington to California and east from Massachusetts to 
New York, gathered for the event. 


Mrs. Wayne A. Munn of Janesville, Wisconsin, enter- 
tained the breeders with two charming selections imme- 
diately following the annual meeting. It was very much 
appreciated by all those present. 


Mr. and Mrs. Chauncey McCormick had been buying 
some of the good things and had bid on several more. 
Up came a beautiful imported cow—one of the top 
notchers. Colonel Bain, knowing it to be the kind that 
would appeal to Saint James Farm, vociferated, ‘Buy 
that cow! She’s a good one!” 

To which Mr. McCormick replied, ‘‘I know it. I own 
her. Don’t sell her to me!’’ She was his own consign- 
ment. 


O. M. Plummer, out at the Pacific International Live 
stock Exposition, made a pretty good guess on the price 
that Mrs. Minnie Miller’s heifer would bring at the 
National Sale. ‘‘She’ll bring the sale average,”’ said 0. 
M. Sure enough, the sale average was $1409.09 and Mrs. 
Miller’s heifer sold for $1500.

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Selecting and Fitting for the Show Ring 


Entries Should Look Their Best and Be Conditioned 


gorse animals for the show 
ring might be considered the first 
important step in the process of preparing them for pub- 
lic exhibition. In order to provide for an adequate fit- 
ting period, the breeder finds it necessary at this time, 
or within the next week or two, to decide definitely which 
animals will constitute his show herd. This is chiefly 
true if he expects to start with the early fall shows, which 
are held during the first weeks of August. 

The thoughtful breeder, however, does not leave the 
proposition of picking his animals until the last minute. 
He thinks about it the year round, and works it into his 
breeding program. One factor that he strives for is to 
have his calves dropped as soon as possible after February 
1 and August 1. These are the base dates for junior and 
senior classifications, respectively, of the immature ani- 
mals. The object of having calves 
dropped soon after these dates is to 
give them the benefit of such advan- 
tage as age affords. An animal 
dropped during the first week in Aug- 
ust will have an age advantage of 
nearly six months over an animal 
dropped during the last week of the 
following January, yet both show in 
the same class. The older animal will 
ordinarily be larger, and, other things 
being equal, it is the larger anima] that 
receives the blue ribbon. 

The new breeder, however, should 
not infer from this that it is not ad- 
visable for him to show his animals 
because they are young in the classes. 
To the contrary, he should be given 
every encouragement to bring them 
to the fairs. The size of the animal is only one of the fac- 
tors considered by the judge in making his decision. To 
breed the females so that the calves will be born as near 
these base dates as possible is just one of the interesting 
goals toward which the beginner can strive. 

On the other hand, if the breeder has a certain cow that 
he wishes to show, he looks at this breeding problem from 
another angle. He tries to have her at a stage in lactation 
when she will look her best for the bigger shows. This 
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period varies with the individual. 
Most cows look their best immediately 
before and sometimes after freshening, and occasionally a 
breeder will arrange to have a certain cow in this condi- 
tion for a certain fair. At this time a cow carries a full 
udder, a deep barrel, and radiates health, vigor, and 
quality, largely as a result of the good care she has had 
during the rest period. 

As a genera! rule cows gaunt up and lose some of their 
flesh soon after they freshen. They do not look quite so 
well at this stage. This is particularly true of the heavy 
producers. For a short period the cow gives off more 
nutrients through her milk than she is able to consume, 
and consequently she must take it from her body. To 
assist the cow through this period, the herdsman feeds so 
as to have the cow in excellent condition at the time of 
freshening. The result is that the 
cow draws on the excess tissue that 
she has stored away during the dry 
period. A cow in thin flesh at this 
time results in a weakened condition 
and a lower milk production, and the 
rate of recovery will depend upon the 
feed and care she receives, and the 
health and constitution of the cow. 

Invariably, we will find cows that 
show at their best when dry. This is 
perhaps due to the fact that these 
cows do not carry enough body cov- 
ering of firm flesh while in milk to 
give them strength and seale, or the 
udder may present better attachment 
and symmetry. When a long, hard 
circuit is planned, it usually works 
out best to have the cow fresh for 
three or four months. At this stage the cow will be back 
to normal and with judicious management she will have 
regained her bloom, which should stay there for the entire 
circuit. This also does away with calving while on the 
road, a condition which should be avoided as much as 
possible. 

If the herd from which the show animals are to be 
chosen is small, the process of selection demands but 
little effort. In a large herd, however, a few problems 
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present themselves. 
The object is to pick 
the most promising 
prospect for each of 
the various classes. 
This is a task that 
requires the ability 
of a good judge of 
cattle, and unless the 
breeder or showman 
can decide on _ the 
most promising ani- 
mals, it is advisable 
that he secure an ex- 
perienced man to ad- 
vise with him. 

Out of a group of 
eligible animals for a 
certain class, the animal that is the best individual, or 
that most nearly approaches the true Guernsey type, is 
the one that merits first choice. A definite decision, how- 
ever, should include other considerations. The health 
of the animal, for instance, must be taken into account, 
and a great deal could be said about that. Space, how- 
ever, does not permit a discussion on this important sub- 
ject. Suffice it to say that only healthy animals should 
be taken on the circuit. Your veterinarian can help you. 

In the case of females in milk, 
as has been stated, the extent 
of the lactation period is often 
the deciding factor. Cows on 
test and making good records 
are usually not taken away 
from home unless the owner 
feels that it will be to his ad- 
vantage toshow them. If the 
cow is taken on the circuit we 
can look for a decrease in milk 
production. The amount of 
drop usually depends upon con- 
ditions at the fairs, and in transit, 
and the ability of the cow to adapt herself to changing 
conditions. The milk flow of some cows is reduced con- 
siderably, while others are affected very little or not at all. 

When it comes to deciding on the herd bull, naturally 
the thing to settle on is whether he can do more good on 
the circuit, or whether his services at home as a breeder 
are more valuable. 

The get of sire class requires that the animals shown in 
that group must be the progeny of one bull, and likewise 
the animals exhibited in produce of dam class must be 
daughters or sons, as the case may be, of one cow. The 
more classes in which 
any one animal can 
be shown the greater 
will be its earning 
power, so to speak, 
and consequently this 
relationship is an im- 
portant thing to keep 
in mind when making 
your selections. For 
example, it would be 
an easy matter for 
us to decide on a 
yearling heifer that 
could show in the 
open class and in the 
young herd, and, by 
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virtue of her breed- 
ing, could also com- 
pete in the get of sire 
andthe produceof dam 
classes, over a heifer 
that could not qualify 
for more than two 
classes. We are as- 
suming, of course, 
that the two heifers 
are equally good in 
al] other respects. 

In planning the size 
of a show herd we 
will find varied con- 
ditions and_ differ- 
ences of opinion. 
What would be con- 
sidered too large a herd for one organization would be 
about right for a second organization, or too small for a 
third one. If the herd is large and the quality such that 
it provides for much selection, it is advisable to take one 
out for each class, and if there are two or more good ones 
they can be shown also. Whether or not we should carry 
extra animals will depend largely upon the ability of 
those animals to win premium money, and upon the extra 
room in the shipping car. In case an animal is not capable 
of standing up under stiff com- 
petition, it might be best not 
to bring it. Rather leave the 
class unfilled than bring out an 
inferior animal. Such an ani- 
mal will bring no returns, and 
will not add to the appearance 
of the herd. Occasionally a 
mediocre animal is taken along 
in order that a herd may fill 
all of the group classes. Breed- 
ers are perfectly justified in 
doing this, as it may go a long 
way toward helping to pay ex- 
penses. Thus, in regard to the size of the show herd, each 
breeder must solve his own problem. There are no two 
circumstances alike, and consequently no hard and fast 
rule can be laid down. 

If you have several good cows, and cannot decide be- 
tween them just now, fit them all and make your final 
selection just before you leave home. If conditions war- 
rant, it might be advisable to fit all calf prospects. Calves 
under a year of age, and even up to two years, often 
change quite rapidly from a good to a poor individual, 
or vice versa. A calf that looks good at the start of the 
fitting period may be 
a failure as a show 
animal by the time 
the first show comes 
on. A stablemate 
that is not so promis- 
ing at the start may 
show considerable im- 
provement a_ little 
later on. 

The digestive ap- 
paratus and general 
make-up of a cow is 
such that it necessi- 
tates gradual changes 
in feed and environ- 
ment if best results 
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are to be obtained. Rapid changes 
in feeds and feeding are likely to cause 
disturbed normal function in the 
stomachs of the cow, and therefore, 
they should be avoided. If the ani- 
mals are not too rundown in flesh, 
the showman plans on about two 
months as a suitable fitting period. 
In this time the animals can be brought 
up to good condition. 

If possible, assemble the show herd 
at one end of the barn or in a separate 
building so that it will be convenient 
to care for them and to keep them un- 
der closer observation. Put them in 
box stalls or tie them with halters. 
Tying them up makes the job of 
breaking them to lead comparatively 
easy. It is not so easy to get ac- 
quainted with animals that stand in 
stanchions, and more difficult and 
inconvenient to work around. Allow 
for plenty of exercise, preferably by 
turning them out in pasture or a grassy 
paddock for an hour or more every 
day or night, as conditions warrant. 
Toward the latter part of the fitting 
period the green feed should be gradu- 
ally eliminated from the ration. This 
also holds true if silage or green corn 
are being fed. 

Give each animal a thorough brushing every day with a 
brush of fairly long, stiff bristles. The hair is usually 
quite long at this time and a brush of this kind gets right 
down to the skin where the dirt forms. However, if the 
brush is too stiff or is used too vigorously, it will irritate 
the skin, and this is to be avoided. 

Clipping the hair from the body is not generally prac- 
ticed, because it causes the hair to grow longer and more 
coarsely. Calves sometimes do not shed their hair readily, 
and in such cases it is 
probably best to clip 
them. Put on blankets as 
soon as possible. Any old 
blanket that is not too 
heavy and can be readily 
removed and_ replaced 
will do. Burlap bags 
sewed to-gether answer 
the purpose if nothing 
better is athand. Wash 
the switches of the tails 
as often as necessary and 
try to keep them from 

getting stained. 
“™ Feeding is, without 
question, the most im- 
portant phase of the fit- 
ting program. The 
herdsman should have 
a good knowledge of 
feeds and how to feed 
.. them, and along with 
weeethat an understanding 
=" of cow psychology. If 
"we consider the cow a 
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not expect much in return. Success 
and pleasure are sure to come to the 
man who makes an effort to under- 
stand cows and their peculiarities. 
Proper feeding also requires that the 
feeder have a mental picture of the 
ideal type of Guernsey. He must have 
a standard for his goal. The show: 
man can not change the conforma- 
tion of an animal to any appreciable 
extent, nor create qualities that can 
only be acquired by inheritance, or 
make a good show cow out of a 
poor one; but he can, by careful fit- 
ting and feeding, change a rough- 
haired, raw-boned, dim-eyed heifer 
into a smooth-coated,  well-filled, 
bright-eyed animal. The change that 
can be made on an animal is some- 
times enough to bring it out of a possi- 
ble cellar position to the top of the 
class. 

Overfitting should not be done. A 
round, fat heifer represents a stage 
beyond the feeder’s goal. A heavily 
fleshed animal not only fails to show 
the desirable dairy tendencies, but 
the reproductive organs may be im- 
paired, temporarily or permanently. 
Dry, springing cows usually are kept 
and shown in high condition, and this quality is not dis- 
criminated against by the judges. Comparatively thin 
cows do now show the scale and smoothness that they 
should, and consequently will not receive due considera- 
tion from the judge as he makes his selections. From this 
we can conclude that the feeder’s goal is a happy medium 
between the two extremes. 

The amount of feed at the outset should be compara- 
tively small, depending upon the size, age and sex of the 
animal, and the amount of feed it has been accustomed 
to. As time progresses, 
the feeds should be 
changed in quantity and 
proportion if necessary 
to meet the needs of the 
animal. There are num- 
bers of different rations 
in use by as many suc- 
cessful showmen, but 
due to the fact that it 
is frequently impossible 
to get all the ingredients 
of a complicated grain 
mixture while on the 
circuit, it is advisable 
to change to a compara- 
tively simple mixture 
before leaving home. 
This will do away with 
any changes while on 
the road where there 
are plenty of other dis- 
turbances going on. 

A mixture of equal 
parts of wheat bran, , 
ground oats, linseed 
meal, and ground corn 
or hominy makes a very 
satisfactory fitting ra-

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The Fern-Dell Dispersal 


One Hundred Eighty-six Head of Pure Bred Guernseys Bring $50,077 


"THE Fern-Dell Guernsey herd is no more. One of the 

largest herds in this country has passed. In its pass- 
ing there has been distributed into twelve different states 
some splendid foundation stock that will be heard from 
in the future. At no time in the history of American 
Guernseys has the show ring prominence of the herd 
equalled that of Fern-Dell. 

Last year this herd visited the fairs from coast to coast 
taking in all of the large shows. In the early part of the 
season it came east from the middle west with an enviable 
record and made a name for tops at the Eastern States 
Exposition. From there it went to Waterloo to the Dairy 
Cattle Congress and immediately thereafter showed at 
the National Dairy Exposition at Memphis, Tennessee. 
They then joined the Livestock Train from the Pacific 
coast where they made a great record at the Pacific In- 
ternational Exposition, winding up for the season at the 
American Royal. At no time has a herd covered the 
mileage on the fair circuit in one season to equal this 
record. 

All arrangements were made to try and duplicate the 
show ring performance for the season of 1928, but it be- 
came necessary to settle the estate of the late William 
Larsen and in order to do this the herd had to be dis- 
posed. Fern-Dell Farm and herd is owned by the Wil- 
liam Larsen Canning Company, an undivided estate of 
the late Mr. Larsen. This accounts for the dispersal of 
this large herd. Shortly after the show ring performance 
of last year Border King of Roberts 71645, grand cham- 
pion at the National Dairy Exposition, was sold to Paul 
R. Johnson of Independence, Kansas. Outside of this 
purchase in the fall the sale of the herd was dispersed at 
Milwaukee on May 18-19. The sale was held under the 
management of Charles L. Hill and Son with George 
Bain as the auctioneer and R. L. Benjamin in the ring. 
One hundred and eighty-six head were sold during the 
two days for $50,077, or an average of $269.23. There 
were many young calves in the offering which brought 
down the average of the sale. 

From this herd there was consigned at the National 
Guernsey Sale Imp. County Flower of Langwater 149216 
that brought $8,100 and County Flower of Fern-Dell 
249814 that brought $2,800. If these two animals from 
the herd were added to the amount received it would 
give an average of better than $327 for the entire herd. 

The top bull at the sale as well as the high animal was 
Proud Lane of Echo Glade 131568 that sold for $1,550 
to F. J. Rueping of Fond du Lac, Wisconsin. ‘‘ Proud 
Lane”’ is by Proud Prince of Edgemoor 43685 and out of 
yrace Rilma of Echo Glade 103420, and was a most con- 
sistent winner in the show ring of last year as a senior 
bull calf. The second high bull was Atamannsit Car- 
thaginian 85021 that was bid in for $1,050 by L. A. Page 
of Minneapolis, Minnesota. The highest priced female 
was Betty of Pomeroy 131120, purchased by Tom Cooper 
of Ardmore, Oklahoma, for $1,100. She was by Majesty 
of Linda Vista 56286 and out of Wardem Abbess 70952. 
“‘Betty”’ holds the reserve grand championship at the 
Sesqui-Centennial held in 1926. The second high female 
was the beautiful young calf Geraldine of Fern-Dell 
237722 dropped on August 27, 1927, sired by Rose’s 
Danny of Fern-Dell 110331. Paul R. Johnson secured this 
animal for $975, 


Corium Farm, owned by F. J. Rueping and managed by 
George M. Newlin, located at Fond du Lac, Wisconsin, 
was the high bidder purchasing thirteen head for $6,755, 
Mr. Rueping’s purchases included many of the show ani- 
mals of the herd. Arrangements had been made last fall 
for the putting on the show circuit of a herd by Corium 
Farm this coming year and this sale helped in selecting 
some animals to fill the gaps in its own herd. 

The second highest bidder and the one securing the 
largest number of animals was E. H. Eckland purchasing 
for the State Reformatory at Green Bay, Wisconsin. 
Twenty-five head were secured for this institution for a 
total of $6,105. G. N. Dayton of Minneapolis, Minne- 
sota, secured seven animals from the sale, a very nice 
selection, for $2,945. The next two largest buyers were 
from the southwest, J. V. Nevitt of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad located at Carthage, Missouri, who secured 
twelve head for $2,177, and Tom Cooper of Ardmore, 
Oklahoma, who secured five head for $2,440. Other 
heavy buyers included Cudahy Brothers of Cudahy, Wis- 
consin, with eight head for $1,715; Ridgebrook Farm, 
Barrington, Illinois, with five head for $1,440; Edward 
C. Clark of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, with four head for 
$1,330, and Mrs. Scott Durand, Lake Bluff, Illinois, with 
six head for $1,225. 

One of the encouraging features of the sale was the 
distribution of the herd. The 186 animals went to sixty- 
nine breeders in twelve different states. Active inter- 
est in the southwest was very noticeable and some twen- 
ty-four head will find their future homes in that great 
section. Twelve went to Missouri, three purchasers in 
Oklahoma secured nine head and one purchaser of Texas 
bought three. Louisiana had one buyer, New York and 
Washington one each, while Wisconsin lead all others 
with forty buyers securing 104 animals. This, of 
course, means that the greater bulk of the herd will re- 
main in its home territory. However, Illinois with six 
buyers secured eighteen head, Minnesota with three 
buyers secured eleven head, Michigan with six buyers 
secured ten head, Iowa with five buyers secured eight 
head and Kansas with two buyers secured six head.

Thirty-nine Head Bring an Average of $304.10 a Head 


"THE South Carolina Guernsey breeders held their 
sixth annual consignment sale of registered Guern- 
seys at Columbia, South Carolina, on May 8. As usual 
since the beginning of these sales all cattle offered were 


negative to the blood test for abortion. Thirty-nine 
head were sold for $11,860, an average of $304.10 a head. 
The top price of $725 was paid by Dr. C. L. Fischer of 
Atlanta, Georgia, for the Pedigreed Seed Company con- 
signment, Ferby’s Lady of Shadyside 161199, a Ne Plus 
Ultra heifer with a class GG record of 9436.7 pounds of 
milk and 512.0 pounds of butter fat. Only one bull was 
offered in the sale, May Royal’s Royal 146131, consigned 
by Emmadine Farm, Hopewell Junction, New York, 
and purchased by Dr. S. O. Black, Spartanburg, South 
Carolina, who has just recently begun to assemble a small 
herd of Guernseys. 


With the exception of two or three animals this was an 
extremely well fitted lot of Guernseys. A cup had been 
offered for the best fitted animal in the sale. This cup 
was won by J. V. Hamby, Cheraw, South Carolina, who 
fitted the heifer consigned by G. A. Sherrill, Cheraw. 
A cup for the highest average received for two animals 
went to the Pedigreed Seed Company on an average of 
$512.50 for the animals which they consigned to the sale. 


In spite of the fact that the sale was held on the third 
of three dreary, rainy days, the crowd was excellent and 
was comfortably cared for in one of the show barns at the 
State Fair Grounds. The bidding was by far more brisk 


than at any previous South Carolina state sale. There 
were plenty of buyers for animals offered, all of which, 
with the exception of four head, stayed within the state. 
A great many prospective buyers attended the sale and 
went away without securing the animals they wanted.

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North Carolina State Sale 


Forty-two Head Sell For a Total of $11,250 


HE annual North Carolina breeders’ sale was held at 

the Fair Grounds at Lexington, North Carolina, on 
May 9, 1928. Forty-three Guernseys were sold for 
$11,250, an average of $261.63 a head. While this is not 
a high average, the prices were considered very satisfac- 
tory indeed, the average being reduced by the large num- 
ber of baby bull calves which were sold. Desirable bulls 
of breeding age or near breeding age brought top prices 
and were the feature of the sale. A seven months old bull 
calf consigned by Brant Rancho of California and pur- 
chased by J. L. Beall of Linwood, North Carolina, topped 
the sale at $605. A six months old bull calf consigned by 
Emmadine Farm of Hopewell Junction, New York, was 
purchased by R. W. Pou, Winston-Salem, North Caro- 
lina, for $500. A son of Florham Laddie 20431 and out 
of Westview Eulalie 101869 with an Advanced Register 
record of 12058.5 pounds of milk and 684.41 pounds of 
butter fat, a class leader record in class FF, was pur- 
chased for $450 by a group of farmers around Klondike 
Farm, Elkin, North Carolina. 


The top female in the sale was Rowan’s Neda of West- 
ern Slope Ranch 103803, an eight year old cow consigned 
by C. L. Neel of Salisbury, North Carolina, and purchased 
by Klondike Farm. This cow has an Advanced Register 
record of 9721.8 pounds of milk and 460.1 pounds of butter 
fat in class AA and is an extremely good individual. She 
is sired by a son of Ne Plus Ultra 15265. Another pleas- 
ing feature of the sale was the high prices paid for heif- 
ers. Heifers under a year old sold from $250 to $310 each. 


Most of the Guernsey breeders in North Carolina are 
beginners of a few years’ experience. It has been notice- 
able at past sales that the consignments were not well 
fitted. In fact it has been customary for the consignors 
to bring the cattle in in rather poor condition the morning 
of the sale. This year a committee composed of C. A. 
Sheffield and W. T. Hall of Lexington, and H. C. Bates 
of the Southern Railway, Atlanta, Georgia, visited prac- 
tically all of the consignors, made their selections, and 
impressed upon them the importance of better condition- 
ing of the cattle to be offered at the sale. As a result, 
most of the cattle were well fitted and sold well. A few 
poorly fitted animals offered a good demonstration of the 
value of good conditioning by comparison of selling 
prices. 


The North Carolina sale was held on a fourth successive 
rainy day, which, however, cleared up by noon, or about 
the time the sale started, and a crowd of about 1000 at- 
tended the sale, making it a difficult crowd to handle. 
This was by far the most satisfactory sale the North Caro- 
lina breeders have held. Prices were satisfactory. The 
only drawback to the sale was the large number of baby 
bull calves consigned and sold, which reduced the sale 
average very much.

tion for Guernseys. The corn may be partly or wholly 
replaced by ground or steam-rolled barley where the 
latter grain is more cheaply grown or obtained. Beet 
pulp or beets should be fed with the grain. Beet pulp 
furnishes the succulent part of the ration. During the 
early part of the fitting period it can be used as a supple- 
ment to silage or green feed, but later on it should en- 
tirely replace these feeds because they are not available 
on the circuit. Molasses water poured over the beet 
pulp and grain and mixed in makes the grain more appe- 
tizing. Salt is always necessary, of course, and minerals 
might better be added. Provide plenty of water and 
good hay. 

Some showmen feed grain twice a day, but three feeds 
a day, with smaller amounts to a feed, are preferable. 
The day is broken up better and the animals do not gaunt 
up between feeds. Both systems, however, have proved 
successful, and results count. The animals should be 
eager for their feed when meal time is at hand. The ex- 
ercise of common sense and moderation will keep your 
animals happy and in good spirits. 

One of the first things on the program is to trim the 
feet. This job can be easily done by taking off the rough 
edges with a hoof pincers and knife, and then properly 
shaping with a chisel and rough rasp. If you happen to 
cut into the sensitive lamina of the sole, put on a little 
iodine to keep out infection. 

Shortly before the cattle leave home their horns should 
be worked down, first with a coarse rasp, and then fin- 
ished off with a fine emery cloth and steel wool if a high 
finish is desired. The horns may be polished with a paste 
made of tripoli or pumice stone, sweet oil, and glycerine. 
Other preparations have proved equally successful. Rub

the paste briskly with a strip of flannel to bring out the 
gloss. Guernseys should have a fine, medium-sized horn. 
Do not make the ends too pointed. A horn that is heavy 
at the base and too pointed at the tip loses its desired 
balanced effect. Try to work down and shape the horns 
properly; you will be surprised at the improvement in 
the appearance of the head. 

About a week before the first show the animals should 
be trimmed with a clipper. On the females a desirable 
effect may be obtained by clipping the face, a 
narrow strip along the top of the neck back to the withers, 
the belly and udder, and the tail. The bulls are clipped 
in the same manner, except that the whole head and 
neck are trimmed back to a point between the point of 
the shoulder and the withers. The dividing line between 
the clipped and unclipped parts should be carefully done 
and blended in as much as possible. Some showmen do 
not clip the bellies of the calves that lack depth. The 
object is to make them appear deeper in the body. This 
method is used by many successful Guernsey showmen, 
and works out satisfactorily. It gives the head and neck 
a trim appearance, brings out the veining of the udder 
and mammary development of the belly and gives the 
whole animal a clean-cut bearing. 

If you have been using old blankets during the fitting 
period, discard them and give the individuals a good 
bath a day or so before leaving home. Do this on a warm 
day and after they are washed blanket them a little more 
heavily until they are perfectly dry to prevent sickness. 
It is advisable to have a clean set of service blankets for 
use on the circuit. Put them on at this time. 


If you have your equipment ready, your car ordered 
and prepared for shipping, and have attended to all of 
the necessary details, you are ready to start for the first 
show.

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Giving the New Born Calf a Chance 
By THE NEW JERSEY ASSISTANT DAIRY SPECIALIST 


Many of us have heard that a good 
start is often half the race, but I wonder 
how many of us try to apply this thought 
to raising dairy cattle? Too often club 
members become discouraged with their 
animals because they are a little off type, 
low in production, or backwards in growth 
and development. Sometimes a club 
member’s disappointment is justified, 
while at other times he may not be, 
especially if he failed to take nature into 
account when starting the calf in life. 
To work with nature makes success more 
certain. To work against nature brings 
a harvest of discouragement and disap- 
pointment. 

Now just what does working with na- 
ture mean in raising dairy calves? It 
simply means giving the calf every oppor- 
tunity through breeding, feeding and care 
to develop into a good profitable animal. 
But all this is not as simple as it may seem 
at first for nature is fickle and likes to 
play tricks. So we must always be on 
the lookout for those tricks. 

In the first place every dairy calf should 
come from parents with the best possible 
milk and butter fat production records 
behind them. We know that nature 
passes both good and bad qualities alike 
from the parent to offspring. So we must 
be on the lookout to be sure that the 
parents of the calf have mostly good 
qualities. For this reason every club 
member should have a record of milk 
and butter fat production on the dam and 
granddams of his calf. He should also 
be sure that both the sire and dam are of 
good type and size for these may also be 
inherited by the calf. 

In the second place, a calf should have 
a good chance from the moment it is born. 
It should be born in a clean, well disin- 
fected box stall away from other animals. 
As soon as born someone should make 
sure that the calf’s nostrils are free from 
any film so that its breathing might not 
be hindered. Its navel should be painted 
with tincture of iodine as this helps to 
prevent white scours. Then the cow 
should be allowed to lick the calf, for 
that will help to start circulation. 


In the third place be sure that the calf 
receives some of its mother’s milk soon 
after birth. This milk is called ‘‘colos- 
trum” and is provided by nature to set 
the calf’s digestion in good order as well 
as to establish in the calf a peculiar kind 
of resistance to disease. Before the calf 
starts to nurse, the cow’s udder and teats 
should be washed clean and kept clean as 
drinking dirt with the milk is one way 
that calves become infected with disease. 
In case the calf cannot nurse, milk some 
of the dam’s milk into a nursing bottle 
and allow the calf to drink the milk 
through a nipple, three bottles of colos- 
trum being enough. If for some reason 
the dam’s milk cannot be used, then 
give the calf a tablespoonful of castor 
oil. A strong calf, however, should be 
able to nurse within half an hour after 
being born. 


The calf may be kept with the dam for 
forty-eight hours but after that time it 


should be put in a pen by itself and taught 
to drink from a pail. At this time care 
must be taken so that the calf’s milk will 
always be clean and fresh and at 100 
degrees Fahrenheit or blood heat. Always 
use a thermometer to determine the tem- 
perature. The calf should never receive 
too much milk as too much milk causes 
scours and indigestion. A good plan is to 


Eighth Annual **Ag Fair’’ 

The eighth annual ‘‘Ag Fair” 
held recently at the Kansas State 
Agricultural College was well at- 
tended by the students, towns 
people and many outsiders. The 
fine parade at the beginning of the 
event created intense interest.

feed frequently in small amounts. Usually 
one and a half to two pounds of whole 
milk from the dam given three times 
daily will be all the calf requires at first. 
This amount may be increased gradually, 
but always keep the calf a little hungry. 
Other important things to keep in mind 
are to feed at the same time every day, 
be sure the miik is 100 degrees Fahren- 
heit, be sure the milk pails are always 
clean and scalded with boiling water be- 
fore using, and always use scale in find- 
ing out how much milk you are feeding.

Boys’ AND GIRLS’ DAIRY CLUBS 


A general boys’ and girls’ 4-H 
dairy club exhibition and encamp- 
ment will be held again in connec- 
tion with the Eastern States Ex- 
position, Springfield, Massachus- 
etts, September 16 to 22, 1928. 

Because of the increasing interest 
in dairy club work, the Eastern 
States Exposition has provided ad- 
ditional funds and facilities to in- 
clude the other northeastern states 
in this activity. The Massachusetts 
Society for Promoting Agriculture 
will continue its appropriation to 
provide for special prizes for Massa- 
chusetts dairy club members and 
also to maintain a poultry club 
show. 

The number of dairy animals for 
exhibition and members eligible to 
the encampment is limited to fifty. 
Animals for exhibition and members 
for the camp will be based on the 
proportion of dairy club members 
to the total number of club mem- 
bers in each state. 


A camp for the owners of dairy 
animals shown at the Eastern 
States Exposition will be estab- 
lished and maintained during the 
week of the Exposition, September 
16 to 22. 

In the senior yearling class for 
Guernseys, the prizes are: First, 
fifteen dollars; second, twelve dol- 
lars; third, ten dollars; fourth, 
eight dollars, and fifth, five dollars. 
The same amounts will be awarded 
in each of the junior yearling heifer 
class and the heifer calf class. The 
champion heifer will receive a ribbon. 
Special, first, second and third place 
ribbons will be awarded in all class- 
es for animals bred by the exhibitor. 


On Monday, September 17, at 
a time to be definitely announced, 
a dairy judging contest limited to 
regularly enrolled members of dairy 
clubs will be conducted. 

Judging will be done as individu- 
als. Entries must be made by the 
State Club Leader, addressed to 
Charles A. Nash, General Manager, 
Eastern States Exposition, Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, not later than 
September 5. 

The junior dairy judging con- 
test will be held in connection with 
the Intercollegiate Judging Con- 
test and on account of these two 
Contests being held at the same 
time the contestants in the junior 
dairy judging will be limited to 
seventy-five members. 


A solid gold watch offered by the 
Eastern States Exposition will be 
awarded to the contestant standing 
highest in the contest. Medals 
will be awarded to second, third, 
and fourth high-rating contestants. 


COLLEGE STUDENTS’ JUDGING 


The Eastern States Exposition 
continues to hold annually two 
livestock judging contests (one for 
dairy cattle and one for beef cat- 
tle) during the week of the Eastern 
States Exposition. The perpetual 
trophy for the dairy cattle contest 
is offered by the four dairy breed 
associations, viz: Holstein, Jersey, 
Ayrshire and Guernsey. 

The contests will be open to 
agricultural colleges in the United 
States and Canada offering a reg- 
ular four year course in agricul- 
ture. The dairy cattle judging 
team is to consist of three men. 

A suitable trophy will be award- 
ed in each contest to the college 
team making the highest total 
score. These trophies are to be 
competed for each year, and the 
colleges winning them are to have 
possession of them until the next 
contest is held. The Eastern States 
Exposition will give a_ suitable 
medal to the individual student 
scoring the highest number of 
points in judging various classes, 
including the Guernsey class. In 
addition to these medals, the East- 
ern States Exposition will offer 
the following cash prizes: For the 
best combined score in judging 
dairy cattle. First, forty dollars; 
second, thirty-five dollars; third, 
thirty dollars; fourth, twenty-five 
dollars; fifth, twenty dollars; sixth 
to twelfth places, fifteen dollars 
each; thirteenth to fifteenth places, 
ten dollars each. 

As a special dairy cattle judging 
prize THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY 
CATTLE CLUB will present to the 
team ranking first on Guernseys a 
plaque; to the members of the team, 
alternate and coach, a set of book 
ends. To the individual student 
who ranks high on Guernseys, if 
not a member of the winning team 
on Guernseys, a set of book ends. 
The other breed associations offer 
suitable prizes. 


DAIRY PRODUCTS JUDGING 


The dairy products judging con- 
test at the Eastern States Exposi- 
tion is held for the purpose of in- 
teresting students of eastern agri- 


cultural colleges in the quality of 
dairy products. The contest will 
be open to agricultural colleges in 
the New England States, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Delaware, New 
Jersey, Maryland, and the Province 
of Ontario, offering a regular four 
year course in agriculture. The 
judging team is to consist of three 
men. Individual students from an 
agricultural college may enter the 
contest provided the college which 
they represent does not have a full 
team of three men entered in the 
contest. A handsome trophy, of- 
fered by several of the leading 
dairy products concerns of the 
Eastern States, will be awarded to 
the team making the highest total 
score. This is a perpetual trophy 
and shall be held by the winning 
team for one year or until such time 
as some other team shall win it. 

The Eastern States Exposition 
will give a suitable banner to the 
college team scoring the highest in 
each separate product. The East- 
ern States Exposition will give a 
suitable medal to the individual 
student scoring the highest number 
of points in judging each of the 
following products: Milk, butter, 
ice cream and cheese. 

An amount of $235 will be pro- 
rated to the members of the various 
teams (alternates excluded) on a 
mileage basis. Fifty dollars in cash 
will be awarded as follows: Fifteen 
dollars for the contestant standing 
highest in scoring all products; 
ten dollars for the contestant stand- 
ing second in scoring all products; 
five dollars for the contestant stand- 
ing third in scoring all products; 
five dollars each for the contestant 
standing highest in scoring milk, 
butter, vanilla ice cream and ched- 
dar cheese.
